People who haven't tbe babies won 
dr.- when they ask the age of the baby 
bow the Infant’s relatives oft* answer 
so glibly, ’’Thirteen months, fvro .veek* 
and four days yesterday, and he weighs 
twenty-four and a quarter pounds 

Such an answer only shows that ba¬ 
bies are carefully watched and looked 
nfter. It la the pleasant doty of roost 
parent* to weigh baby regularly. By 
doing so they can know exactly when 
the child’s food begins to disagree with 
him or when be is showing a sign of 
losing strength. 

The first weighing usually tskes-pta.ie 
an hour or so after birth, tf the child’s 
strength permits. He should weigh at 
that lime from six and a half to seven 
and a half pounds. During the first 
week of lllfe I in by will probably lose 
from four to eight ounces. After that 
he should steadily gain from four to' 
eight ounces a Week up to tbe time he 
Is six months old. When teething time 
tomes the gain will probably drop a 
little. Ditring the first half year of his 
life baby slioukl be weighed every, 
week and duriug the second half year 
every two weeks at lenst.
